‘THE SYSTEM OF INSPECTION BEVINGTON ASKS FOR UNION 


Dean Howes Urges High Standard 
—Dr. Wyatt Lectures on Soil 
of Edmonton District 


Quality rather than quantity In 
| potato production was urged by H. A 
Craig, Deputy Minister of Agricultura 
epeaking at the convention of potato 
growers Tuesday. Potatoes could be 
produced in this part of the province 
in large quantities, but if the potat¢ 
growers Were going to get a market 
for their potatoes and hold it they 
would have to meet strong opposition 
and this means that the potatoes must 
be handled ina different way. 

Other epeakers were Dean E. A 
Howes, Dean of the Faculty of Agric 
ulture and Dr, F. A. Wyatt, Depart- 
|}ment of Solls. 
| Mr, Craig strongly emphasised the 
value of properly grading potatoes be 
fore they were shipped. Alberta po- 
tatoes have not held their own in the 
Winnipeg markets this year in com- 
petition with potatoes from the U.S. 
‘simply because they were not as well 
graded or shipped in the same con 
dition. This could be overcome and 
a@ good lesson could be learned of the 
value of properly grading farm pro- 
aucts by what had been accomplished 
jin the dairy industry. Ten years ago 
New Zealand butter was sold in the 
Vancouver marketa at a premium of 
10c per pound over Alberta. butter 
The whole difficulty was that Aiberta 
| butter Was not properly graded The 
Dairy Commissioner realising this fact 
set about to establish a similar sys- 
tem of grading butter as existed in 
New Zealand ant as a result Alberta 
butter today has crowded New Zea 
land butter off the Vancouver market 
The whole system was worked out so 
that the producer who put a good art 
icle on the market got paid for the 
quality that he produced and the same 
applies to potatoes. 

Inspection, the speaker eaid, should 
| be to improve the quality of the pota- 
toes and not to sell the poorer quality 
of potates, and he strongly urged that 
the potato growers. aseociation see to 
it themselves that the potatoes going 
out of this district are of a high estan 
dard.

Dean B, A. Howes, emphasised the 
necessity of quality and urged that the 
agsociation take the greatest care to 
see that potatoes shipped out through 
their organization be of a high stan 
dard. He also briefly outlined the 
work conducted at Stony Plain eome 
yearea ago in the testing out of several 
varieties to determine which were the 
most @uitable for the district and to 
cut down the number of varieties 
grown. It was necessary in any dls 
trict to keep down the number of var- 
leties, 


Lecture on Soil, 

Dr. F. A. Wyatt in a lecture on the 
“Scils in the Edmonton District’ de- 
jelared that they did not lack plant 
|}food. In producing large crops of po- 
| tatoes it was not #0 much a matter of 
| fertilizers as proper cultivation. The 
soils in the district are a sandy loam 
| very high in nitrogen, rich in potas 
sium but lacked just a trifle in phos 
|phorous for good potato soil The 
!solls in the district contain four or five 
'times as much nitrogen as some of the 
prairie gsolls. 

In comparing the amount of plant 
|} food taken from the soll by wheat and 
potatoes he pointed out that twenty 
bushels of wheat per acre, the average 
yield for Alberta, took as much from 
the soil aga a hundred and twenty 
bushels of potatoes The average 
yleld for the province was 160 bush 
els, and as a whole took but very little 
more from the soll that a wheat crop 

For the eoils in the Edmonton die 
|trict. the speaker advocated the use of 
barnyard manure. ix tons of barn- 
yard manure furnished more plant 
food than wags taken out by a crop of 
potatoes and if the manure was ap 
plied at this rate every year as much 
would be put back Into the eo!l as wae 
taken out The total amount of plant 
food tn the «ix tons of manure, how- 
ever. would nor be liberate 
year, byt the beneficial effects of its 
application would cover a number of 
years. Decomposed barnyard manure 


was superior to fresh barnyard madn-| 


ure for potatoes as it left the soil in 
a better physical condition and thera 
was less danger of diseases such as 
ecab. 

The speaker doubted very much 
whether commercial fertilizere would 
give returns tn keeping with their 
cost, and as for the Edmonton dle 
trict disregarded the idea of their 
use entirely.
